The future of Kentucky coal in new Florida markets burn- 
ed brightly last week after the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion gave Its approval to reduced coal-to-Florida rsilroad ship- 
ping rates. 

temporary reduced rates had been applied for several 
months pending completion of the Commission’s investigation 
into the rate problem In discontinuing the rate, study, the IOC 
commented that the reduced rail charges “are Just . . . reason- 
able . . . and compensatory.” 

The victory for Kentucky real in having a new market open-’ 
ed up was spearheaded by U. S Senator Thruston B Morton, 
Kentucky Republican, wfto last year Interpreted a residual fuel 
oil crisis among Florida electric power producers as an oppor- 
tuntv to extend coal sales into an entirely new market area. 

The ICC decision affected rail coal rates on bituminous 
mined in Kentucky, Alabama, Tennessee and Virginia for car- 
load shipment to Tampa and Sutton, Florida 

In its ruling, the Commission pointed out that the Tampa 
Electric Company operates two steam power-generating plants 
at l.impa and one at Sutton. The Tampa plants have usad ocean- 
delivered fuel oil for 40 years, but the company is interested in 



consumers using some 9,000,000 ton* of coal within the next 
five years in a state where electric power demands are increas- 
ing at a very accelerated pace. 

He explained that the Florida utilitim relied on oil as a 
source of power-producing fuel As a result of the Sue* crisis, 
l he price of foreign and domestic fuel oil increased in January 
1957. Threatened with higher production costs, Florida utilities 
executives were encouraged by Senator Morton to explore the 
use of alternate fuels, particularly coal. 

Coal producers, utilities executives, railroad leaders and 
coal sales representatives grasped the opportunity, and prelim- 
inary engineering studies were made to determine what needed 
to be done to expand coal’s market Into Florida 

Coal prices were stable and the utilities people indicated 
a willingness to convert generating equipment to handle coal 
as an alternate fuel, the Kentuckian explained The matter then 
boiled down to freight rates. 

I>ate last summer, several Southern railroads proposed rates 
which would enable coal to compete with other fuels in Florida, 
he explained The IOC first approved the rates, but suspended 
them in October. 1957 Heeding protests of the railroads and 
coal interests, the Commission vacated its suspension in Decem- 
ber, but continued its investigation. 

"While the freight rates were under review,” Senator Mor- 
ton said, "only those companies equipped to handle coal were 
potential users. It Is now possible, with the uncertainty dis- 
pelled by the ICC’s decision, for other companies to spend the 
money required to convert their boilers to coal.”

Politics Have Sunk Employment Ad 



Politics have apparently killed a special 
session of the legislature for considering one 
of two bills which would have provided the 
unemployed of this State with 26 additional 
weeks of compensation. 

For the families in Eastern Kentucky who 
are jobless and have exhausted the normal 13 
week period of payments, yesterday’s announce- 
ment by Governor Chandler must have come 
with bitter disappointment Wondering where 
the next meal Is to come from can sicken a 
man’s enthusiasm for ‘brotherly love" and the 
Golden Rule 

Taking Advantage of Misery 

We can only note here that the misery of 
unemployment is being taken advantage of by 
the selfish legislators who have failed to pub- 
licly assure the Governor of their support for 
either of the bills. 

From reading the list of those against the 
bill, as published in the Louisville Courier- 
Journal Tuesday, it is apparent that Kentucky's 
farm block legislators have little concern for 
the unemployment problem in Kentucky, The 
list also left this editor wondering if some of 
the legislators were not with holding support 
purely for the purpose of creating a campaign 
issue in the forthcoming primary. 

Apparently Well-Written 

The two bills must have been rather well- 
written: otherwise, we are certain the Courier- 
Journal would have already come out with some 
anti-Chandler statements about them In the 
absence of such remarks, it seems safe to com- 
ment that the bill# have merit and rise above 
usual cat-and-dog atmosphore of Kentucky poli- 
tics. 

Noteworthy also is that the “rebels" have 
with-held their support, an indication not neces- 
sarily that they are against the unemployment 
acts, but that they are anxious to force the 
Governor into calling a special session during 
which any legislative matter could be consider- 
ed In this— an election "year", such a move 
would have treanendous political advantages for 
one or the other faction of the Democratic 
Party. Unfortunately, because of this attitude 
the jobless must suffer. 

Governor'* Attitude Was Fair 

The Governor’s attitude towards the unem- 
ployment problem has certainly been forthright 
and above board He agreed to call a special 
session to act upon either of the two bills, pro- 
vided the legislature would assure him of their 
support Apparently, this is not to be forth- 
coming • 

(In all fairness, it should be pointed out 
here that Eastern Kentucky legislators, includ- 
ing Senator M B. Fields, and Representative 
Chester Duff, both of this county, were among 
t&ose supporting the bills). 



So too, was support promised by the sena- 
tors and representatives who have followed the 
Governor’s leadership. Of those who failed to 
promise support for the two bills, we can only 
say they have taken political advantage of the 
unemployment situation.

Remember - September, 
The Safety Month; 

Drive Carefully! 

Lexington. Ky., Sept. 1 - “Take time take 
care, s.»ve lives” is the watchword of the eighth 
annual “Remember September - No Accidents" 
campaign which begins today in the tri-state 
coal mining areas of Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Virginia, with the hearty endorsement of labor 
leaders, mine operators, state and federal safety 
agencies and insurance underwriters. 

With the avowed goal of completely elimin- 
ating coal mine accident fatalities for a full 
calendar month, the September program is de- 
signed to set a pattern for coal mine safety 
effort for the year ahead, according to the cam- 
paign coordinator, James H. Phalan, chief of the 
Kentucky department of mines and minerals. 

Typical of the reaction of tri-state area coal 
mine operators is the expression of Rufus J. 
Bailey, director of safety of the Harlan County 
Coal Operators’ Association that the previous 
seven campaigns have been “a very wonderful 
success. The program no doubt has caused many 
persons to think for themselves while going 
about their work or daily living. 

“Through it. many of our mines, as well as 
individuals, have avoided great suffering from 
accidents. Let me urge each company and 
workman to get behind this program with the 
fullest intent of making September a no-accident 
month." 

As coordinator of the campaign. Mr. Phalan 
expressed gratification at the enthusiastic dec- 
laration of support he has received from leaders 
of organized labor, mine operators, state and 
federal agencies and insurance underwriters. 

"Everybody participates and everybody ben- 
efits”. he said “The reduction of injuries and 
deaths in our mines through the application of 
safety rules and practices has proved that acci- 
dents can be prevented, and the September 
no-accident goal should be a challenge to all of 
us. I hope we can demonstrate that the coal 
mining industry in the tri-state area can operate 
a full calendar month without a single fatality. 
Our accomplishment in September can then

Hal Cooner'* camera make* Daniel Boone'* name 
carved in a rock stand out with striking clarity after 
possibly being there 180 year*. The letters "D Boon" 
are quite prominent, but there is some doubt if the 
next inscription is a large "E*' or the first part of 
“1776". 



We are not chronic objectors to taxes. As 
a matter of fact, we have at various times re- 
commended government services that would 
require increased taxes. We do not imply that 
writing a check in payment of tax bills sends 
us into spasms of joy What we do mean is that, 
normally, we recognize the need for taxes and 
enjoy the services and protection they bring 

There must always, however, be an excep- 
tion to the rule. And, in our case, the one tax 
which, for years now, we have been utterly un- 
able to comprehend is the ton per cent federal 
excise tax on telephone bills. The tax was levied 
in 1941, partly to meet the government’s war- 
time need for new revenue and partly to dis- 
courage non-essential long distance telephoning. 

The latter need long since has disappeared 
with the passage of years and the steady in- 
crease in long distance lines that criss-cross the 
country like a giant spider web. We cannot, of 
course, deny that Washington needs all the 
revenue spiraling cost of government. But 
Washington, it appears, has been something 
less than fair in levying excise taxes. 

There is no excise tax on other household 
utilities. Indeed, about the only things we can 
think of, besides the telephone, that are so 
taxed are luxury items such as furs, jewels and 
liquor Although the telephone may once have 
been regarded as a luxury, we think there are 
few today who oling to that designation 

Certainly not the housewife who must use 
her telephone for ordering groceries for her 
family or to call a doctor for her sick baby. 



Certainly not the man whose business depends 
heavily on the telephone for normal daily op- 
eration Nor, we think, do the Congressmen 
who rely on the telephone to help keep them 
in touch with their home districts. 

Why, then, does the excise tax remain in 
effect on telephone service long after It has 
been repealed on electricity and other neces- 
sities? We can think of no logical answer The 
tax not only is discriminatory but constitutes 
a burdensome surcharge on top of al other 
telephone company taxes each customer must 
help pay. It has been figured that out of every 
dollar the average user pays for telephone 
service. 28 cents goes for taxes 

As we have stated in these columns before, 
we are opposed to the 40 per cent rate increase 
which General Telephone Company of Kentucky 
has asked the Public Service Commission to 
grant here. On the other hand, we think the 
company can make a strong case in favor of a 
smaller increase of. say, ten per cent. 

Regardless of the outcome of the P.S.C 
hearings, we hope Congress witl repeal the 
unjust excise tax on telephone service. Assum- 
ing that General will be granted a moderate 
rate increase, as seems likely, such action by 
Congress would have the happy effect in this 
area of keeping the cost of telephone service at 
approximately its present level, even though 
the company will be gaining revenue needed 
to finance expansion and improvement of its 
service.

No folks, I don’t want to learn to play the 
thing I just want to be sure to keep one of 
the old original types in my collection Boys, 
don’t bring the price along with It. My good 
wife reminds me of the girl and her DULCIMER 
was none other than JEAN RITCHIE Who has 
made a name for herself over TV and RADIO.

Of course there are skeptics who will 
immediately doubt the validity of this, but 
chiseled in a cliff by the river about a mile 
beyond the Glomawr bridge is this inscrip- 
tion: "D Boon 1776". 

Whether the initials of the famous 
frontiersman are authentic or not is open 
for debate, but testimony from persons 
who say they remember their elders dis- 
cussing the writing years ago would place 
first-hand knowledge of the initialed rock 
at about the year 1850. 

Sam Cornett, who lives a scant 100 
yards from the rock, is firmly convinced 
that Daniel Boone himself did the carving 
in the face of the cliff. He said that as far 
as he knew, the rock was discovered by his 
uncle, Ben Cornett, and Ben’s friend, Bud 
Morgan, both now dead. 

Cliff Was Mos*-Covered 

Ben Cornett was about 75 when he 
died 30 years ago. As Sam Cornett heard 
it from his uncle, Ben and Bud Morgan 
took shelter one rainy day under the small 
cliff that juts out about four feet from the 
side of the hill, offering a natural ceiling. 
As the story goes, the face of the cliff was 
covered with moss then, and it was after 
pulling some of it off that they saw 
“D Boon 1776” inscribed deeply in the 
sandstone. 

A paragraph on page nine of “Berry 
County. Kentucky— A History,” by the 
Hazard chapter of the D. A. R. says, in 
part: 

“There is a tradition in Eastern Ken- 
tucky that Daniel Boone visited this section 
in 1776 . . . Being the explorer that he was, 
he undoubtedly went to the head of the 
Kentucky River as he and a companion 
were often absent for days at a time, ex- 
ploring the wilderness.” 

Natural Camping Spot 

While this isn’t necessarily conclusive, 
the little cliff above Glomawr no doubt 
offered a natural, attractive spot for a 
weary river traveler. It is about 30 feet 
from the river, surrounded by tall trees 
and with lots of room to sleep comfortably 
on the sandy floor 

Of course countless floods have filled 



in around and under the cliff in the 182 
years since 1776. One theory is that if 
Boone is author of the initials on the rock, 
then he probably stood up straight and did 
the carving. 

But before the lettering could be seen 
recently, 18 inches of sand had to be re- 
moved. Cletas Riddle, owner of an auto 
repair shop near the rock, owns the land 
where the rock is. Mr Riddle guided this 
Herald writer to the cliff and helped shovel 
away the sand. The rock is located down 
a 50 foot bank off Kentucky highway 15 

More perspiration and digging went 
into a better effort at removing refuse of 
age-old floods by the author and photogra- 
pher Hal Cooner to get the pictures used 
with this story. It was like real. Seemingly 
reaching back into time, Cooner’s special 
lighting and camera equipment make the 
letter in Boone’s name stand out with 
startling clarity after the possible century 
and half they have been there. 



The letters are about two and a half 
inches high, and scratched into the sand 
stone about one-sixteenth of an inch deep, 
but of course the river has thinned the 
sandstone considerably since the letters 
were put there. 

Element of Doubt Exists 

If this was the only occurrence of 
Daniel Boone’s name on trees and rocks 
in this part of Kentucky, the validity of 
this particular inscription would be just 
about assured. But there are several 
known examples of someone s handiwork 
perhaps Boone’s, perhaps not his, on sev 
eral trees and rocks and cliffs, and this 
fact unfortunately casts rays of doubt upon 
this particular example. 

But since there is reasonable assur 
ance, because of verbal testimony, that the 
writing on Mr. Riddle’s land is at least 100 
years old, then it isn’t hard to speculate 
that it could be another 82 years old. and 
thus be authentic. Who knows? 
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Did Daniel Boone Do This?
